We reminded him that we also cover 
"personal" news of people in Arcadia and 
Upper Hastings Ranch. He grinned and 
said, "You get my point," and I assured 
him that I did. 

We recently received statistics which 
resulted from a survey of neighborhood 
and community newspapers in the 25 larg¬ 
est metropolitan areas in the United States 
in which we participated. We were among 
160 editors surveyed. These stats are fas¬ 
cinating and we’d like to share them. 

In the total of 127 community papers 
interviewed, only five of them were 
founded during the same decade in which 
The News was founded (1906). The high¬ 
est number—32—were founded between 
the years 1971 and 1980. We purchased 
the paper in 1980. Eighty-five of the 
papers were weekly. 

Fifty-three percent of the papers were 
founded by "an interested individual who 
began the paper as a goal. Seventeen 
point eight percent, the next highest num¬ 
ber, were founded by a group of commun¬ 
ity activists. Eleven percent were started 
by a group of merchants who "asked an 
individual to start a paper." 

Nearly 72 percent were printed off the 
premises after staff has composed copy 
(the way we do it). Among the respon¬ 
dents to the survey, 27 of them actually 
founded the paper while 47 were hired to 
fill a vacancy. 

Ninety-two of the papers were free 
while 34 paid for the paper (ours is a sub¬ 
sent through the mail).

Please 
bear in mind that if we published a tabloid 
size paper, we would run twice the num¬ 
ber of pages, i.e., our 18-page paper 
would translate into a 36-page tabloid 
while our 20-page paper would become a 
40-page tabloid. 

Goals were fascinating for us to read 
and we believe they will be for you, also. 
The highest number who checked "very 
important" were those who wanted to alert 
residents to local problems and conflicts. 
The next most important would be provid¬ 
ing news of local events with "keeping an 
eye on local public officials" running third 
highest. Letters to the editor were very 
important as were feature stories about 
local people, getting people involved in 
solving neighborhood problems and get¬ 
ting conflict in the open so it can be dealt 
with. Also high on the list of important 
news were reporting news about redevel¬ 
opment projects and telling residents about 
local clubs and organizations. 

Problems facing community newspap¬ 
ers included money as first and advertis¬ 
ing as second. Circulation was high on the 
list of problems as was staffing. 

Rating of the respondents so far as 
quality of life is concerned, from 1 to 10, 
showed the highest number at "8." The 
respondents’ perception of how local res¬ 
idents would rate the community concern¬ 
ing quality of life was at-"9."

Addie and Nick Pokrajac sailed aboard 
the Crystal Harmony to Honfleur at the mouth 
of the Seine River with lots of veterans for the 
D-Day program at the Normandy American 
Cemetery. During the nine-day crossing, 
Howard K. Smith, a retired war correspond¬ 
ent, gave daily lectures on the war in Europe. 

Once they docked at Honfleur, near Nor¬ 
mandy, there were reports 6f no seats and no 
taxis, which prompted many of the women, 
including Addie, to spend a leisure day and to 
watch the proceedings on television. But, 
Nick, who is a World War II veteran, was 
bussed to the cemetery, which is adjacent to 
Omaha Beach, where they waited, amid tight 
security, for President Clinton to arrive by 
helicopter. 

Nick, who had been in the ROTC pro¬ 
gram at the University of Illinois, was called 
to serve about a year after his graduation and 
Just prior to Pearl Harbor.
